been keeping a critically observant eye on 
the work his successors in office, and 
one result is the present volume, which is 
the most comprehensive study yet under- 
taken of M. 
tion of the various States of Europe. He 
admits that he would have liked to have 
studied in greater detail the replies to M. 
Briand’s proposal which have been sent in 
by the various countries. The British 
reply, for example, he considers ‘‘ so 
reserved as to amount almost to a refusal.”’ 
He mentions it merely in passing, 
together with the replies of Spain and 
Rumania. 

M. Herriot states clearly, early in the 
present volume, that he is not one of 
those who would begin the work of 
European federation with the suppression 
ot customs. Nevertheless, he sees nothin, 
to prevent European agriculture from 
taking its place in a work of co-ordination 
‘‘ of which it should be the first to reap 
the benefits.’’ He considers that the pro- 
ceedings of the first European Tariff 
Union Congress thoroughly justify his 
recommendation to all concerned to pvo- 
ceed with prudence and aim at the pro- 
gressive organisation of production and 
exchange. | 

The main points of M. Herriot’s reason- 
ing on the problem of federation embody 
the following :— 

A European understanding can be 
achieved only within the framework of 
the League of Nations, as a part of the 
League, and marking a stage in its 
development. 

A European understanding—which 
must be open to all the nations of 
Europe who are willing to enter—must 
take account both of international and 
national alignments. 

Such an understanding is rendered 
necessary by the Jaws of economic 
evolution, by industrial amalgamations, 
and by the necessity of defending the 
European market. 

It must be sufficiently comprehensive 
to admit nations like Great Britain, 
which have both European and world- 
wide interests. 

The nations must be represented on 
absolutely equal terms. 

It must regard the suppression of 
tariff barriers as the end, not the 
beginning, of an economic organisation 
of Europe. 

It can achieve stability only by a 
European organisation of credit, 

Its durability will depend upon a 
fixed system of arbitration, disarma- 
ment and security. 

The volume gives detailed information 
of what has been done already, particu- 
larly in the commercial and industrial 
spheres, in the direction of unification. 
The failure of the Economic Conference 
and the Tariff Truce Conference to achieve 
their objects is attributed to the fact that 
the political unit must precede the 
wconomic, '

Professor Mowat’s work is a valuable 
corollary to M. Herriot’s. It will enable 
the reader to realise more clearly all the 
circumstances that led to the making of 
modern Europe and its re-making ; for it 
deals with international relations, chiefly 
European, from January, 1871, to August, 
1914. This period Professor Mowat con- 
siders ‘‘ one of the most. remarkable in the 
history of the world,’’ and few will gain- 
say him. 

His comment in the preface upon the 
German Empire is worth quoting :— 

“The German Empire, a aint it had a 
life span of less than fifty years, must ever 
be regarded as one of the most momentous 
things in world-history. It was the last of 
the Vikings, the final and complete embodi- 
ment of Viking morality, It was born in 
war. Its philosophy of life assumed the 
struggle for existence as the eternal condi- 
tion of mankind. When its hour struck it 
nailed its colours to the mast, and, with heart 
unsoftened, went down amid universal ship- 
wreck,”’ 

The whole work is a scholarly produc- 
tion, which will add greatly to the reputa- 
tion of the learned author.

“Out of the Beaten Track.” By Major

OST boys, at one time or another, 
have longed to travel in out-of-the- 
way parts of the world, but these golden 
dreams of youth are realised by few. 
Prominently among the fortunate must 
be numbered Major Court Treatt. At 
school the prestige that he derived as 
champion heavy-weight boxer and head of 
the school cadet corps was as nothing 
compared with that which he drew from 
his reputed ability to swear in Arabic. 

Sinee he began so early, it is not sur- 
prising that he should have attained now 
a position of pre-eminence among African 
pioneers. Yet Major Treatt is more than 
an explorer of distant territories; he is 
also a scientist and an artist of very high 
rank, and as such his work will live. 
Some of his experiences have been given 
to the public in well-known films, but 
his latest have been recorded in ‘‘ Out of 
the. Beaten Track,” a very’ suitable title 
for his adventures in the West and 
South-West of the Egyptian Sudan. 

His main objectives were photography 
and the ethnological study of the. tribes, 
As regards the former, he was anxious to 
photograph. big game ‘in their natural 
surroundings, and the illustrations in the 
book demonstrate how very successful he 
was. The difficulties of the task are best 
described in his own words: “ Imagine 
the anxiety to approach so near as to 
make the perfect elephant photograph 
possible; far nearer, than would be re- 
quired for the bullet of a rifle.

The Jameson Raid. By Hugh Marshal Hole, 


HE famous incident which led to the 

Boer War has been made the sub- 
ject of a sufficient number of books and 
histories, but Colonel Hole has an ad- 
vantage in his story from the fact that he 
was Dr. Jameson’s private secretary from 
1891 to 1893, and was brought into intimate 
contact with many of those who after- 
wards figured’ ‘prominently: in . the 
revolutionary project—Cecil Rhodes and 
Dr, F. Ruthertoord Harris, and others. 

Colonel Hole’s object. and aim are to 
approach his story from an original point 
of view.

“No study of tlie chain of events which culmi- 
nated in the raid’ can be complete without a 
study of the characters, the lenperaments, and 
the psychology of. those: who guided the rank 
and file, and, with what appears to be an utter 
disregard of the ordinary c&hons of good sense, 
compussed the ruin of their own cause.” 

‘In a vivacious style that indicates full 
and first-hand knowledge of the case the 
author tells the full story of the misunder- 
standing that occurred between Rhodes 
and Jameson, the aims and plans of the 
Uitlanders, of Kruger, Joseph Chamber- 
lain and the other actors in the drama.

HE ‘Verney Papers,” which were 
published towards the end of last 
century, were a valuable record of a great 
family, and an even more valuable con- 
tribution to the history of the past. 

In “The Verney Letters of the Hight- 
eenth Century,”’ Ma aret Lady Verney 
continues the work of her predecessor and 
throws useful light on the manners an 
customs of the landed at of England 
in the reigns of William III., Anne and 
George I. The letters, collected from the 
ny inexhaustible archives of 
Claydon, the home of the Verneys, in 
Buckinghamshire, are of sociological and 
historical, rather than of literary interest. 

Irish readers will smile sympathetically 
as they read Mary Verney’s account of 
her first journey to Ireland with her hus- 
band, Colonel Lovett, of Eddystone Light- 
house fame. The journey was fraught 
with difficulties and dangers. There were 
long days on horseback, from Claydon to 
Chester and from Chester along the rocky 
roads of North Wales, with the river at 
Conway to cross. Followed a rough and 
uncomfortable sea passage, lasting for 
eight hours, and a further journey on 
horseback - before they reached their 
destination, Kilruddery, which Colonel 
Lovett had rented from Lord Meath. 

Letters, more than anything else, bring 
readers back in imagination to the daily 
life of a period when the Press was still 
non-existent. One’s only complaint with 
Lady Verney’s collection is that it is far 
too lengthy for the average reader. Much 
of the material might have been omitted 
and a good deal more cut down without 
spoiling the general picture of the times 
and of the family which she has set out 
to give. lt remains, therefore, to indulge 
in a little judicious “ skipping.”” 


FOX HUNTING. 


' Fox Hunting. By Sir Charles Frederick and 
thers. London: Seeley Service. 25/- net. 
“T° HOROUGHNESS is the key-note of 

& this splendid book, which Im many 
ways resembles the well-known Badminton 
volume on hunting. In this respect it 
rivals any work of its kind which has 
appeared recently. Throughout its pages 
veteran and novice alike will find in- 
struction and interest. Although no par- 
ticular aspect of fox hunting has_ been 
dealt with: in great detail, there is no 
conceivable phase of the sport which has 
been overlooked. 

Opening with a short review of the 
changes which the last 100 years: have 
brought upon the hunting field, the 
authors set out to cover, every one his 
own ground. The book is, in large 
measure, the work of Sir Charles Frede- 
rick, but other well-known authorities 
contribute to its excellence. Chapters 
full of information are devoted to such 
various topics as masters, secretaries, 
hunt servants, expenses, accidents, etc., 
while special articles are written on the 
important packs both in the Shires and 
elsewhere. 

Very welcome is a contribution from 
the pen of Mr. A. P. Pollock, the well- 
known Limerick master, who, however, 
is handicapped by inadequacy of space 
in his résumé of the different Irish packs. 
Yet he contrives to discuss the main 
features of every hunting country with a 
commendable regard for the picturesque: 
In view of Mr. Pollock’s wide experience 
of Irish hunting this article will be of 
great interest to visitors to Ireland. 

Enriched by many interesting illustra- 
tions, the book abounds in appropriate 
quotations from  Jorrocks, Bromley 
Davenport and others. It closes with an 
instructive discourse on books and 
pictures of the chase. 


SEA TROUT. 


“The Life of the Sea Trout.” By 0. H. Nall, 
M.A. F.R.M.S. London: Seeley Service. 218, net. 
E have here a standard work on 
the life history of the Sea Trout. 
The magnitude and thoroughness of the 
author’s work at once are apparent. Al- 
though the subject has been treated scien- 
tifically, the author shows great re- 
luctance to use technical terms, and gives 
explanatory notes of the few which he is 
obliged to use. 

Space does not permit a detailed de- 
scription of the various sections, but at- 
tention ought to be drawn to the yalue 
of scale reading as demonstrated by this 
particular line of study.

EX-SERVICE MEN AND 
LAND COMMISSION. 


ACTIONS IN WICKLOW 
CIRCUIT COURT, in i 


At Wicklow ‘Circuit, Court! cas affecting 
British ex-Seryiee men placed upon the 
Colonel Proby ‘estate, near Arklow, were 
investigated. 

Patrick T, Kennedy, Kileara, Wooden- 
bridge, was sued by the Irish Land Com- 
mission for £523, representing nine halí- 
yearly instalments on his two holdings; 
Thomas Appleby, Mongan, was “similarly 
sued for £215; Edward Dunne, Avoca, for 
£212 15s. 3d.; Wiiliam Higgins, Mongan, for 
£196 17s. 6¢.; John Hannifv. Rathdrum, for 
£205 17s. 6d.; Sydney P. Higgins, residing 
at Silvermines, Tipperary, for £212 15s. 6d., 
and Edward McAnaman, Monaglogh, for 
£63 7s. 

With the exception of Dunne, all 
defendants had counter-claims against 
Irish Land Commission for damages for 
breach of contract and loss and damage sus- 
tained thereby in regard to the non-provision 
of a right of way from the public “road to 
the lands, Kennedy claiming £1,100, and the 
others £450 each, except McAnaman, who 
claimed £240 in respect. of fences not erected. 

Mr. Cherry, Bavrrister-at-Law (instructed 
by Mr.. Cullen, State Solicitor),. formally 
proved the amount: due against Kennedy, 

Mr. McCarthy (instructed by Mr, D. 
O'Leary, solicitor) explained that, under the 
Irish Land Provision for Sailors and Soldiers 
Act, 1919, a number of tenants who were 
ex-Service men qualified under the Act, re-

ceived grants of land on the Kilcara portion 
of the Colonel Proby estate, in 1924, and 
were it not for a right of way over one of 
the four- avenues: leading te the demesne, 
mentioned in the purchase agreement each 
tenant made wiih the Irish Land.Commis- 
sion, the holdings would have been land- 
locked and uneconomic. The schedule re- 
corded the right -of way for “' foot, horses 
and carts’; but, prior to the purgkase, Mr. 
Tynan, described as the Purchase Inspector 
of the Irish Land Commission, who carried 
out the negotiations, pointed out the lands, 
and told the tenants that this was the usual 
formula used by the Irish Land Commission, 
and represented to them specifically that it 
was a right of way for all times and all 
purposes. 

Colonel Proby thought otherwise, and, 
after being twelve months. in . oecupation, 
Colonel Preby suddenly stopped the avenue. 
In May, 1925, Mr. Kennedy wrote to the 
Land Commission complaining of this. out- 
rageous treatment, but nothing was done. 
In November the tenants jointly complained, 
and declared they would pay no further 
interest on their purchase money until the 
question was settled to their satisfaction and 
returned their receivable orders. 

The Dcminions Office, in London, who 
advanced the purchase money, were com- 
municated with and interviewed, and corres- 
pondence passed with the Irish Land Com- 
mission, but nothing happened until, in 1928, 
acting under the powers of the 1923. Land 
Act, the Irish Land Conimission acquired 
compulsorily a general right-of-way on this 
avenue; but they. never communicated this 
extension to a single one of the tenants until 
ofter the originating summonses were served 
this year 

These men had to stand inactive and idle

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for five years, and, at, the end of that, time, 
the Land Commission came into court, claim- 
ing annuities. i 

Patrick T. Kennedy, having given evidence, 
the Judge asked :—Why did you not bring an 
action against Colonel Proby?—You cannot 
make the Irish Land Commission responsible 
ior Colonel Proby’s illegalities. 

Mr. McGrath said that Colonel Proby’s 
locking of the gate was only the beginning 
of the trouble, and was within the knowledge 
of the Irish Land Commission. 

The Judge—He is as amenable to the law 
as the Irish Land Commission. 

Mr. McGrath—He is; but the tenants took 
up the positior that the Irish Land Commis- 
sion Jed them into this position and should 
lead them out of it. 

The several tenants were examined and told 
of therr difficulties, and Edward Dunne added. 
that. there were about thirty small holders in 
the same situation and suffering the same 
grievances, 

The case was adjourned to the next Circuit 
Court at Wicklow.

FINDING A MARKET. 
Ti may, 
that the difficulty which is common to all is | 
the inability to find markets fer their goods. 
But overproduction cannot exist until every 
man has abundance. Where is the fallacy’ 
[t hes ™ the tacit omissions of the problem 
ot direct, or indirect, subsidising, and the 
assumption ihat our industries are being 
carried on economically. 

Direct subsidising is understandable in 
cases where it is deemed expedient to employ 
some of the profits of an already established 
industry nf the building up of another, which 
will pay its way if it can be established. 
But. in other cases, the results can be accom- 
plished only by rash expenditure or by 
‘sweated’ labour, neither of which is 
economically sound; yet their temporary 
existence can work mach harm. 

THE CASE OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Indirect subsidising is even more dan- 
serous, since it can exist unchecked for a 
longer period. The United States have sei 
up prohibitive tariffs indiscriminately, and 
have insisted on the last penny of England’s 
war debt being paid to them. The result has 
heen &pparent—presperity, at the expense oi 
reducing the EEA OTN Le power of other 
countries, and hence the States have as many 
unemployed as Great Britain. 

The Imperial Conference has shown that 
Empire tree trade will not be countenanced 
by the Dominions. and on this account may be 
oiitted from consideration. 
ing possibilities, import boards, bulk purchase 
and the quota proposal are intimately con- 
nected, and ali have the drawback that they 
ive Dominion sellers the opportunity of im- 
posing their own prices, since under the 
scheme Britain s imports from them are fixed. 
The result can hardly be other than increased 
prices and no diminution in unemployment. 


EMPIRE PREFERENCE TARIFFS. 

Kmpire preference tarifis seem the only 
other possibility; they should cause no in- 
in the cost of living and should 
decrease uvemploymenit, if intelligently 
applied. In Ireland the dairy trade, if stimu- 
lated by suitable tarifis, could outdo that of 
Denmark. 

But just as necessary is rationalisation of 
industry by amalgamation of small concerns. 
elimination of the excess of middlemen, in 
standardisation of manufactured goods and in 
many other small improvements. This policy 
1s the only solution, in conjunction with an 
intelligent system of Empire preference tariffs, 
which is sufficiently elastic to allow each of 
the Dominions to work out its own salvation 
im its own way, and yet can unite these 
Dominions into an Empire which can exist 
economically, not as a mere jingoistic notion, 
but as a very real and a very healthy 
organisation. 

THE LORD MAYOR.

Dubiin's Patron Saint. 


St. Laurence O'Toole. Archbishop of 
Dublin, who died in 1160, is the Patron 
Saint of the Irish capital. He was the 
youngest son of Maurice O’Toole, a rich 
prince of Leinster. At ten years of age, 
we are told, ‘‘his wicked father gave him 
- as hostage to the King of Leinster, 
who kept him in a desert place. After- 
wards the King was obliged by the boy’s 
father to put him into the hands of the 
good Bishop of Glendalongh. He became 
a priest, and at twenty-five years of age 
was made an Abbot. 

At length he was promoted to the See 
of Dublin, and held it till he died. An 
old religious calendar adds that “ the 
Abbey of Our Lady, at a place called Eu, 
still retains the greater part of his 
reliques.””

Mr. Robert Hichens, who is 66 to-day, 
will soon be celebrating his literary 
jubilee; for he was only seventeen when 
he published his first novel—a somewhat 
lurid melodrama, which he has allowed 
to go ont of print. His most famous 
novel, “The Garden of Allah,” was the 
outcome of many years*%of thought, and 
was written only after seven long sojourns 
amid the desert scenes in describes so 
vividly. It was on the first of these visits, 
when he was staying as paying guest at a 
Trappist monastery in the Sahara, that the 
idea was suggested to him by the remark 
of an Arab guide: “ This is the garden 
of oblivion: in the desert one Conta 
everything ; even the desire of one’s soul.” 
For five years Mr. Hichens let the story 
shape itsclf in his mind, then devoted 
another two years to translating it into 
words. 
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the Imperial Conference, he pointed out that 
90 per cent. of world production of food- 
stufis was imported into the United Kirg- 
dom, which was, therefore, largely dependent 
for its life on world production. All that 
the Dominions could send to the United 
Kingdom was one-third of the world’s ex- 
port of produce, so that she was dependent 
for two-thirds of her food on countries out- 
side the units of the Empire. Manufac- 
tured goods presented a similar probler, 
though the figures were not so high. There- 
fore, the problem that faced the Imperial 
Conference was that the United Kingdom 
was dependent for two-thirds of her im- 
ported food on foreign countries, and was 
also dependent for 55 per cent. of her export 
trade on foreign countries. It was, there- 
fore, a very serious consideration for those 
who sought to solve the problem to find 
markets for mass production, and to impose 
tariffs on foreign countries. He only 

that the problem would not be turned into 
a question of tariffs, a mere EE gues- 
tion. They were tired of politicians; they 
wanted economists. (Applause.)

MR. SEAN LEMASS. 

Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D., proposed that the 
University Philosophical Society was worthy 
of the support of the students. He said the 
plain fact was that it was impossible to make 
the British Empire an economic unit. Matters 
afiecting trade relations between Creat 
Britain and the Dominions should be dis- 
cussed and arranged by direct negotiation. 
The attempt to pool these discussions at the 
Imperial Conference was bound to fail, as 
it had failed. He wondered why those who 
were loudest in their advocacy of Empire free 
trade had not given study to Ireland, the 
only country in the world that had experience 
of Empire free trade. Free trade with Eng- 
la reduced Ireland’s population by 
more than half, had led to ruin and decay of 
Trish industries, and made emigration of Irish 
youth a normal factor in the life of the 
nation. The task to-day was to repair the 
damage and provide remunerative employ- 
ment for their people at home, ess of 


the needs of imperial statesmen. 

Just as there was no reason, save a political 
one, for a common economic policy for the 
British Empire, there was no case for 
Imperial preference, except a political one. 
The Free State sent 94 per cent. of its 
exports to Greai Britain, and received 80 per 
cent. of that country’s rts. Their trade 
was not conducted on a basis favourable to 
them, It left them with an adverse balance.

there is not a direct insult to any country 
over whose Courts this body claims to be 
supreme, if such interference and insult is 
not a humiliation, in what could humiliation 
he’? ‘To talk of His Majesty in connection 
with the Privy Council is to take a con- 
statutsonal figment seriously; the Pri 
Council is a Department of the Britis 
Government in effect, as the most guileless 
imperialist must be aware. By such sur- 
vivals as this Anglo-Irish friendship, so vital 
to both countries, is impeded. hose who 
value the continuance of the Commonwealth 
should surely most of all endeavour to re- 
move an irritant which impedes co-equality 
and helps to keep a militant and often 
pernicious anti-Commonwealth sentiment alive 
la Ireland. 
_ There are still people in this country, and 
it 1s a great misfortune for the country that 
it 1s so, who, while professing a fervent 
devotion to the British Empire, have failed 
to move with the times. The are as in- 
capable of understanding modem British 
imperialism as of appreciating [Irish 
nationalism and its demands on all in- 
habitants of this country. A commonwealth 
of nations can only be bound by ties of 
affection and of mutual interest; your 
correspondents still seem to think in terms 
ot fetters. In 1926 England accepted the 
genera! principle of Dominion co-equality ; 
why should her Irish admirers still shrink 
from its implications? On the legal position 
I would not care to argue with a gentleman 
of Mr. Jellett’s eminence, but I believe that 
the Privy Council has itself decided that 
certain Irish legislation interfering with the 
appeal is perfectly valid. I agree with Mr. 
Fuller that the appeal has nothing to do 
with religion. Then why did the ecclesiastical 
authorities interfere? | 

Mr. Leslie wants me to say plainly whether 
“Trust your fellow-countrymen’”’ means. in 
my opinion, “‘Cut every strand that binds 
you to England, and accept a republic.” 
Here is my meaning, and I hope it is plain 
enough. Give up absolutely all idea of find- 
ing support from England, and accept Irish 
nationality and the implications of Irish 
freedom. Only on such terms will you be 
good irish citizens; only by such action 
will yon be able to make the rest of the 
nation attached to the Commonwealth of 
Nations, which means so much to manv of 
you. Do not irritate your fellow-countrymen 
by futile displays, or increase the difficulties 
of those who are thoroughly ready to help 
and protect you. Above all, remember that 
the future of this country depends on internal 
unity and freedom from outside interference, 
and that no political doctrine. imperialist or 
otherwise, forms au essential part of any 
Protestant religion. As to the republic, it 
is not a practical issue at present. ir it were 
by a miracle to come into existence, the. 
circumstances, would be so changed that all 
parties would have to consider their positions 
completely afresh. A good deal would depend 
on the Six Counties in such a case. 

Canon Leslie has no great Jove for, or 
trust in, British statesmen. Does that not 
give him a hint as to the true solution of the

He said last night that he 
had been fiercely attacked in official 
quarters because he had told the people of 
North Antrim that the affairs of Northern 
Ireland during the last nine years had been 
managed in a most extravagant manner. 

One of the strongest arguments used 
on behalf of extravagance, declared Sir

DEMAND FOR ECONOMY. 


The campaign against high expenditure 
in high places is spreading throughout 
the province, the prevailing opinion being 
that the cost of government is more in 
accordance with a wealthy country of 
great resources than a small territory 
largely dependent on Great Britain for its 
social and other services. 

The Ballymena Chamber of Commerce 
has joined in the chorus of protest against 
the increasing expenditure in the imperial 
province. At its meeting this week, with 
Mr. George Young, M:P., in the chair, 
a resolution was unanimously passed call- 
ing upon the Government, in view of “the 
serious financial position of the province,’’ 
to give a lead in economy by a rigorous 
cutting down of all official salaries and 
by a reduction in the number of officials 
in many of the Government departments. 

It is added, somewhat significantiy, that 
unless action is taken along the lines 
indicated, the various Chambers of Com- 
merce in the North will be asked to 
arrange public meetings to press for a 
general parliamentary economy campaign 
for the ptirpose of reducing expenditure 
to a basis more in consonance with the 
revenue, size and requirements of the 
province. 

It has been said that even a straw shows 
how the wind is blowing, but the gather- 
ing storm in favour of an Administration 
more modest in its financial commitments 
seems likely to cause a good deal of con- 
fusion in the political garden. At any 
rate, there are fively times in store.

closed has broken the heart of many a: 
Ulsterman. 

Nevertheless, the spirit of optimism is 
welcomed, and everyone will hope that 
Lord Craigavon is right in his statemen 
that “ we have not reached perfection, but 
we are on the fair road to having the bes: 
part of the British Empire centred in 
Ulster.” Such a pleasant vision calls for 
strong faith under existing circumstances, 
but, perhaps, the dawning of prosperity is 
not too far away. 


EXPORT OF APPLES. 


The shipment of a consignment of Ulster 
apples to France recently has created a 
good deal of interest among fruit-growe)< 
in Ulster, and it is hoped that this is but 
the beginning of a prosperous trade wii! 
the Continent. The apples are to be used 
in the manufacture of cider, for which the 
Ulster ‘‘ Bramley Thirds ” are said to be 
eminently suitable. 


It is understood that the demand for the 
Irish variety has been caused by thie 
partial failure of the French cider apple 
crop and a similar scarcity in England, 
but the excellent qualities of the Ulste: 
product should make a favourable impve-- 
sion on purchasers abroad. A _ further 
cargo of about 260 tons of the “‘ Bramley 
Thirds’ is to be shipped to Cherbourg 
within the next fortnight, and there may 
be other consignments later on. 

Not so cheering is the news that a vessel 
with a cargo of 1,500 tons of Russian oats 
arrived at Belfast on Armistice Day, and 
that further consignments are expected 
before very long.

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A MOON-DIAL. 


INTERESTING EXHIBIT AT 
DUBLIN MEETING. 


A moon-dial discovered by Professor 
Bayley Butler in a Dublin curiosity shop was 
one of the exhibits at last night’s meeting of 
the Dublin Naturalists’ Field Club, held at 
the Academy House, Dawson street, Dublin. 
This particular specimen of a somewhat rare 
article was made by Michael Lyons in Qcto- 
ber, 1844, but there is nothing to show 
whether or not it was made in Dublin, It 
can also be used as a sundial 

It is not exactly a novelty, as moon-dials 
were described in a volume by Sebastian 
Minster in 1531. 

Professor Bayley Butler gave an insiructive 
description of the exhibit. He also showed 
a block of Irish oak taken from Westminster 
Hall. This had been perforated to a depth 
of one inch by boring beetles, and an ap- 
paratus for determining the depth to which 
these beetles penetrate into structural timbers 
was shown in eperation. 

Mr. Thomas Grey displayed specimens of 
flies used in salmon and trout fishing in lakes 
and rivers, while Mr. J. R. Harris provided 
an example of flx-tying. 

Mr. M. G. Gorman, who presided, exhi- 
bited some species of Bromus grasses, col- 
lected in the neighbourhood of Dublin, which 
he described in detail. 

Stuffed specimens of birds, which come to 


Ireland only in winter, were shown by Mr. 
C. B Moffat. These included the siskin, + 
bird which was mentioned in the course of a 
recent debate in the Dail. This bird 
sembles the green linnet, and has a black 
head.

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QUESTION OF DISPOSAL 
OF A PATENT. 
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(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing of an action by the Automatic 
Candle and General Trust, Limited, against 
Elizabeth A, Kerv and John L. Kerr was 
resumed, The plaintiffs, who conduct the 
business of candlemakers in Gloucester 
street, Dublin, sought an order to have it 
declared that an agreement with them by the 
defendants, who address was stated to be 
Apsley House, Charleston. road, Rathmines, 
(‘o. Dublin, was still in force. An injune- 
tion to restrain the defendants from dis- 
posing of a patent for the making of 
candles, which the plaintifis alleged they 
had purchased from the defendants, was 
another portion of the claim which the 
plaintiffs made. The conditions upon which 
the purchase was completed were set forth 
at great Jength in the statement of claim. 
Amongst other’ things, the company under 
the contract was to acquire a patent from 
the defendants for the manufacture of 
candies and any improvements upon that in- 
vention. The capital of the company was 
stated to be £21,000, and it was pleaded by 
the defendants that the agreement had been 
rescinded by notice in 1926. The first 
directors of the company were the defend- 
ants, with Mr. John C. Louguy ege. and 
they contended that the company had no 
claim to the patent. 

EXPERIMENTS WITH MACHINE. 

Mr. W. M. Jellett, K.C., who, with Mr. 
R. St. J. Chadwick, K.C., and Mr. Newett 
(instructed by Mr. G. N. Pottecton), ap- 
peared for the plaintiffs, stated that another 
mh of this action had already hen heaid 
and devided. The object of the present 

roceedings was to test whether the crntract 
betwen the parties had ben rescinded cr 
was still im existence. Lhe patent 
which. the company acquired was for 
the manufacture of candles, and. to 
4o all sorts ot wonderful) things. 
there had been experiments with the 
machine, upon which a good deal of money 
had been expended, but the position which 
the defendants now occupied was peculiar, 
the operations of the company having been 
carried out under their direction and manage- 
ment as.its directors under the Articles of 
Association. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Art O Connor 
(instructed by Messrs. James O'Connor and 
Co.) appeared for the defendants. 


“ FLABBERGASTED.” 

Mr. Jellett referred to a number of trans- 
actions by the company, at a meeting of 
which ‘in August, 1927, a demonstration of the 
eandle-making ‘machine, he said, was given 
by Mr. Kerr, who subsequently reported to 
the direetors and the shareholders that it was 
a success, in being capable of turning out 
candles from 70 to 100 times as fast as by 
‘the Moulding process. The process was 
undergoing experiments with a view to bring- 
ing it to perfection, and when it was exhi- 
hited. to people in England it was reported 
that they were ‘‘flabbergasted’’ by the 
results achieved—“ More of the arts of the 
spider and the fly business,’ remarked 
counsel. Em 

“I LOVE THE SHAREHOLDERS.'' 

Counsel proceeded to point out that under 
the Articles of Association the defendants 
had complete control of anything in the busi- 
ness. The company, outside the defendants, 
had no foundation or existence at all, and it 
subsequently transpired that the premises in 
Gloucester street’ had been in possession of 
the Sheriff, from whom it had been retrieved 
by. the defendants. At another meeting of the 
company, said counsel, there was a bom- 
bardment of questions, and Mrs, Kerr was 
represented as sayiny, “IT love the share- 
holders,’’ when she was asked her attitude 
in regard to them. According to the record 
of the minutes, everything, he asserted, that 
was done by Mr. Kerr and Mrs. Kerr at 
the meetings was nothing but moonshine and 
lad no substance in it at all, while at the 
same time Mr. Kerr was responsible for an 
expenditure of £3,000 upon the development 
of the patent which it was now stated was 
not the property of the company, which, in 
those circumstances, would be nothing but a 
mere name. It had, however, gone into liqui- 
dation, and they wanted now to test whose 
was the patent or machine. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until to-day.

O’Byrne on the 18th of last August, prohibit- 
ing Mr. Little, the District Justice, before 
whom the case is Ss from further Ie 
ceeding with it. e main grouhd on which 
the application was made was that the 
Fugitive Offenders Act is not a law in force 
in Saorstat Eireann, and that there is no 
power in any judicial or executive authority 
in this country to send back to any of the 
countries which ‘come within the purview Oo! 
the Act of 1881 a person residing in the 
Saorstat who is alleged by the other country 
to be a fugitive offender. . 
THE TREATY PROVISIONS. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in his judgment, said 
that it was sufficiently plain that this case 
raised a question of considerable public im- 
portance, especially in the light of the pro- 
visions of the Treaty and the Constitution. It 
had been argued on behalf of Kennedy that the 
Fugitive Offenders Act was not a law which 
was kept in force by Artiéle 73 of the Con- 
stitution in the area of the Irish Free State. 
The only limitations upon the operations of 
Article 73 were that the ‘particular law shall 
be in force in the Saorstat at the material 
date, and that it shall not be inconsistent 
with the Constitution. The Irish Legislature 
itself apparently regarded this clause as most 
comprehensive in its nature, for one of the 
recitals in the Irish Adaptation of Enactments 
Act, 1922, used these words: “ And whereas 
all Acts passed by the British Parliament 
which were in force on the 6th day of Decem- 
ber, 1922 (being the date of the sca into 
operation of the Constitution aforesaid), in 
the area now comprised in Saorstat Eireann, 
will, by virtue of the said Article 73, have 
the force of law in Saorstat Eireann.” He 
thought,. therefore, that they should be very 
slow to ' do anything that would have the 
effect of depriving the Saorstat of the vast 
body of useful statutory law which regulated 
hundreds and thousands of nécessary matters 
in the body politic at the date of the coming 
into operation of the Constitution. » 

“DOMESTIC ” LEGISLATION. . 

It was reasonably plain from the Adapta- 
tion Act that a Statute of the United King- 
dom which was in force in Ireland in 1922 
was not to be rejected merely because of some 
difficulty of terminology, of procedure, or ol 
change of -cireumstances. here must ke 
something in the Act which rendered it ui 
workable in principle by reason of its in- 
consistency with the Constitution before At 


could be regarded as not coming within the 
scope of the Article. 

It had been argued on behalf of the 
prosecutor that only ‘* municipal or 
‘domestic’? legislation came withm the 
operation of Article 73. The principle of the 
lugitive Offenders Act—or rather of part 
one of that Act—was to be found in the 
This 
section made it sufficiently clear that, so far 
as the United Kingdom was concerned, the 
applicability of the Act became absolute on 
iis passing. Part one of the Act of 1881 at 
the moment of its enactment became mn- 
mediately applicable to the United Kingdom 
(including, it was important to observe, the 
Channel Islands and the Isle of Man) on the 
one hand and the other possessions of the 
Crown on the other; and he had heard 
nothing that convinced him that.the splitting 
up of the legislative and existing functions 
im the United Kingdom that was brought 
about by the Treaty, the Constitution, and 
the confirming Acts had made any difference 
in regard to the applicability of this legisla- 
tion. 

As regards the argument that the Fugitive 
Offenders Act must be regarded as in- 
consistent with the Constitution, Mr. Justice 
Johnston said that if any such iuconsistency 
existed it would, he thought, necessarily 
follow that the Oireachtas could never pass 
such legislation without a very drastic amend- 
ment of the Constitution, an operation 
which. of course, could not, and should not, 
he lightly undertaken. It appeared to be 
that in truth the terms of Article 12 were 
in themselves sufficiently extensive to dlis- 
pose of this part of the prosecutor's argu- 
ment. 

THE WARRANT. 

The next point made on behalf of the 
prosecutor was that the warrant upon which 
h> was apprehended: failed to show jurisdic- 
tion. The warrant was said to be bad on 
its face, as it did not show that the person 
charged was a fugitive and that he was 
charged with an offence to which the Act of 
1881 applied. His lordship thought that the 
warrant did show, with sufficient particularity 
for the purpose of a mere authority to 
apprehend, that Kennedy was a fugitive 
offender. It set out the offence, the place 
where it was committed, and the place of 
residence of the accused in the Saorstat. The 
warrant was a siniple warrant to-apprehend, 
and its endorsement by. a, judge was the 
determining authorisation to apprehend the 
fugitive and bring him before a: magistrate. 
There was nothing m the procedure provided 
for in Section 5 of the Act which suggested 
that the wdrrant should set out the fact 
that the offence mentioned therein was one 
to which part one of the Act applied. 


THE LAST POINT. 

The last poimt in the case—namely, that 
the President of the High Court of Justice 
is not a “judge of a Superior Court in such 
part’’ within the meaning of the Act for 
the purpose of the endorsement of a warrant 
—wes, in his opinion, scarcely arguable. Tha 
expression ‘* Superior Court '” was defined by 
the Act as. meaning ,in Ireland. ,‘‘ His 
Majesty’s Court of Appeal and His Majesty's 
Eigh Court: of Justice at Dublin,” and Section 
17 of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, traus- 
ferred to the present High Court of Justice 
all the jurisdiction which was vested 
at the date of the Act of 1924 in ‘‘ the exist- 
ing High Court of the Supreme Court of 
Judicature -in Ireland or any division or 
judge thereof.”” His lordship was of opinion, 
therefore, that the conditional order for a 
writ-of prohibition must be discharged. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he had read 
the judgment of his colleague, and agreed 
with the conclusions at which he had arrived, 
He could not, he said, see any justification in 
reading Article 73 as if it were limited to 
‘‘municipal’’ or ‘‘ domestic ” legislation, and 
if it were not so limited it could only mean 
laws: in force within the Free State at the 
date of the coming into operation of the Con- 
stitution. He agreed with his colleague on 
the sufficiency of the warrant and of the 
jurisdiction, and that the conditional order 
should be discharged. 

GOOD LAW. 

Mr. Justice O’ Byrne, concurring, said that 
he accepted as good law the contention of 
Mr. Lavery, that any statute of the British 
Parliament that was in force in this country 
on 6th December, 1922, should be considered 
as being continued by Article 73, unless it 
was inconsistent with the Constitution. The 
Fugitive Offenders Act was in force when 
the Constitution came into operation. Mr. 
Gavan Duffy contended that it was inconsis- 
tent with the Constitution, but he admitted 
the advisability of the principle underlying 
the Act. After examination of the Constitu- 
tion his lordship saw no reason for limiting 
in the way that had been suggested the effect 
of Article 73. That article should be so con-

CORK COUNTY COUNCIL’S 


APPEAL, 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.,) 


The hearing was resumed of the: appeal by 
the defendants in the case of O'Driscoll v. 
Cork County Council, from an order of the 
High Court, dated 25th March last, making 
absolute a conditional order of mandamus, 
dated 29th July, 1929, ordering the County 
Council to determine the amount of the 
gratuity or compensation to whichsthe plain- 
tiff, Mr. Patrick J. O'Driscoll, is entitled as 
solicitor to the late Rural District Council 
of Bandon under Section 44 (3) of the Local 
Government Act, 1925, and Sections 1 and 3 
(1) of the same Act. The appellants sought 
to have the mandamus order discharged with 
costs. 

_Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. Binchy, 
R.C. (instructed by Messrs. Thomas Exham 
and Sons), appeared for the appellants; and 
Mr. G. Gavan Daffy, K.C.; Mr. M. Comyn, 
K.C., and Mr, Joseph McCarthy (instructed 
by Mr. John J. Early) for the respondent. 

It appeared that Mr. O'Driscoll was ap- 
pointed solicitor to the Bandon Rural District 
Council in 1917, and his office was automati- 
cally abolished by the Local Government 
Board Act, 1925. In February, 1927, it was 
stated, he applied to the County Council for 
compensation, and received a reply, stating 
that the matter would be submitted to the 
County Council in due course. He renewed 
his application more than once subsequently. 
and ultimately applied for the writ of 
mandamus. 


ARGUMENTS RESUMED. 


Opening the appeal some days ago, Mr. 
Binchy while admitting that Mr. O'Driscoll 
was a pensionable officer, stated that he did 
not’ avail himself of his statutory rights in 
time. He also pointed out that such rights 
were given to county solicitors under the 
Local Government Act, 1898; and to District 
Council solicitors under the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1919. 

Mr. Comyn, continuing his arguments for 
the respondent, submitted that his right to a 
pension was a general common-law right, and 
that the remedy for enforcing it, referred to 
in the appeal, was not an exclusive remedy. 
The expression, ‘‘ existing officer,”” as de- 
fined in the Act of 1898, meant any officer 
holding office on the last day of March, 1898, 
and also on the appointed day; and, there- 
fore, this man, he submitted, was an existing 
officer within the definition in the Act of 
1898. He asked the Court to hold that he 
was duly appointed solicitor on the date 
specified, and had acted as such ever since. 
He also asked their lordships to hold that 
Mr. O’Driscoll’s claim to compensation or 
pension was mandatory after the Act was 
passed. 

With regard to the delay in making appli- 
cation to the County Council, he pointed out 
that Mr. O'Driscoll had made a number of 
applications, and in order to give the Council 
time to consider the matter he had given 
them two or three months more; and the 
reply he received after all virtually amounted 
to a refusal. Counsel cited a number of cases 
in support of his argument, that the condi- 
tional writ of mandamus had been properly 
made absolute in the High Court under the 
circumstances. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Monday.

DR. LANG AND THE CONFERENCE 
OF 1930,

The Archbishop of Canterbury, addressing 
the Lower House of the Convocation of 
Canterbury in Church House, Westminster, 
vesterday, said that it was true that in 
themseives the results of the Lambeth Con- 
ference had no formal or binding authority 
on the Churches whose bishops attended it, 
yet they could claim a most real moral and 
spiritual authority, and at the very least a 
great weight and importance. 

In his judgment at least, perhaps the 
most important thing about the Conference 
was the redlisation, more fully and clearer 
than ever before, of the place in Christendom 
of the Anglican Churches throughout the 
world. 

A MEMORABLE CONFERENCE. 

‘The Lambeth Conference of 1930 may 
be as memorable to the Anglican community 
as the Imperial Conference of 1926 is memor- 
able in the history of the British realm and 
Empire,’ said Dr. Lang, who also referred 
in a like manner to the Round Table Con- 
ference on India, and continued: “ Similarly 
the Lambeth Conference of 1930 recognised 
that the scattered ministries and isolated 
missions overseas had’ hecome a great 
commonwealth of churches ”' 

English mainly, they had already ceased 
to be, and they no longer professed to re- 
produce the Church +of. England overseas. 
They would identify themselves inevitably 
more and more with the nations and people 
whom they served. 

Hert, also, they had India before their 
minds. During this very year, with splendid 
courage and faith in the future, and self- 
sacrifice, the Church in India had set itself 
free from the privileges, as well as the 
restraints, of establishment, in order that it 
might be free. 


THE COUNCIL OF BISHOPS. 

The one effective link of the future must 
be the Council of the Bishops, and the 
Lambeth Conference of 1930 proved 
emphatically that that link was real and 
strong. He had received testimony from 
lishops from every part of the world that 
to them the real and outstanding value of 
the Conference was the proof of the reality, 
fervour, and strength of the fellowship that 
united these bishops of the Churches 
together. 

Turning to the subject of unity of the 
Church of Christ, Dr. Lang said that there 
was no foundation for the impression that 
the Conference of 1930 in some way went 
back from that of 1920. 

‘The door which was opened in 1920 had 
not been closed in 1930, but it is now a 
door that leads to a definite road following 
What causes trouble and 
disappointment to many of us is to realise 
that most of our Free Church friends have 
never really entered that door at all. 

“It is not true to say that of their leaders, 
[ am thankful to say, and my experience of 
constant conversations with them still gives 
me hope, that if our minds are really set 
towards the same ideal, many of our 
difficulties and misunderstandings might ' be 
removed. ’’ 


EASTERN ORTHODOX CHURCHES. 
Dr. Lang referred to the prolonged inter- 
course with representatives of the Eastern 
Orthodox Churches, and said that he had 
already taken steps to follow up those most 
interesting and hopeful conversations by 
appointing, in conjunction with the 
ecumenical patriarch, a doctrinal commission 
to investigate the teaching of the Anglican 
and the Orthodox Churches, and to endeayour 
to interpret them each to the other, 

‘If the hopes we have are realised, then 
the community of the Anglican Churches will 
be in communion with similar communities 
of Orthodox, Churehes, with their undoubted 
place in Catholiv Christendom, and their 
heritage of long and often sorely tried loyalty 
to. the Catholic Church, 
‘There is only one cloud. ‘There 1s no 
place at present for the largest and ‘greatest 
Christian Communion, the Church of Rome.’ 
The Archbishop said that the Conference 
reaffirmed their previous resolution that there 
could be no fulfilment of the Divine purpose 
in a scheme of reunion which did not ultim- 


ately include the great Latin Church of the 


West. 

“ May be in the years to come there may 
arise some movement within that Charch to 
reconsider its claim that unity can only be 
achieved by absorption ‘into itself and sub- 
mission to the sov ereignty of its Pontiff. 

“ But, we cannot refuse to open one door 
because another is closed against us.’

DR. TEMPLE AND 
RE-UNION.

The Archbishop of York (Dr. William 
Temple) in his eddiehs to the full Synod of 
the Convocation of York yesterday, said that | 
those chiefly interested in reunion between the 
Church of England and the Free Churches 
had drifted into a misunderstanding, because 
each was assuming the other to intend what 
was not in fact intended, 

The Lambeth Conference, declafed Dr. 
Temple, was concerned with advances 
towards union both with the Orthodox and 
the old Catholic Churches on the one hand, 
and with the non-Episcopal Churches_ the 
other. 

“In both directions the task was no lon in 

one of issuing a general call for unity, 

had reached the stage of definite neg bons, 
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far as I can estimate the grounds for that 
disappointment, they are mainly these :— 
“(1) The report of the Committee on 
unity lays upon the historic episcopate a 
degree of emphasis which seems to our critics 
disproportionate ana disturbing. 

' (2) Both the report of the Committee and 
the resolutions of the Conference are thought 
to register a retrogression from the position 
taken in 1920. 

‘(3) No reference is made to the so-called 
Declaration of the Anglican Bishops who re- 
presented the Church of England in the Joint 
Conference on July 6, 1925. 


A MISUNDERSTANDING. 

‘Two things have, I think, become plain 
as a result of comments made upon the 
Lambeth resolutions. One is that those 
chiefly interested in reunion between ourselves 

and the Free Churches had drifted into a 
misunderstanding, because each Was assuming 
the other to intend what in fact was not 
intended. We must recover full moutual 
understanding, even at the cost of em- 
phasising differences, before we can fruitfully 
discuss further the way to reunion. 

“The other matter that has become clear 
is that the point at issue is not the claim 
of this, that, or another principle of Church 
order, but the hearing of the whole question 
of order upon the life of the Churches as a 
spiritual society. 

“The comments made show that our fellow 
Christians in the Free Churches find it both 
painful and shocking that any of us should 
at once believe that God bestows grace upon 
them through their sacraments and yet main- 
tain that it would not be right for us io 
participate with them in those sacraments. 

“This seems to point to a divergence of 
view so deeply ingrained as to be quite 
spontaneous between our respective concep- 
tions of the place of sacraments in the life 
of the Church, and, therefore, also of in- 
dividual members of the Church. ' 


THE LAMBETH OUADRI' ATERAL. 
Referring to the Lambeth Quadrilateral 
put forward by the Bishops of the Anglican 
Communion as a basis for negotiation with 
a view to union, Dr. Temple said that on 
three points—Scripture, Creed, and Sacra- 
ments—there was agreement sufficient for 
nevotiation. | 
The fourth point—the historic épiscopatée-— 
remained. 
“ This is

Concerning the warm encouragement given 
by the Conference to the Churches of India, 
Burma and Ceylon to go forward with the 
scheme of re-union in South India, he said “— 

“The Conference felt that in giving this 
encouragement it was making a real sacrifice, 
and potentially committing the Anglican 
communion to further sacrifices in the cause 
of union.” 

Referring to the problems at 
besetting | the nation—“ those themes ol 
universal anxiety and concern ’’-—Dr. Temple 
called for prayers for those: who had the 
responsibility of government. 

‘Especially in this province,’’ he said, 

‘we are constantly weighed down hy the 
Boo. of what is involved for our fellow- 
citizens by industrial’ and economic depres- 
sion. t 

“By the wisdom and the spirit of 
brotherliness alone could they hope to find a 
real remedy,”

Griffith and Denis Devereux, one of its chief 
contributors was Peadar White. . He was 
associated with the late Henry Dixon, M. 
Quinn, and others in the movement for the. 
extension of rural librariés, which led to the 
establishment of Cumann na Leabharlann and 
the founding of numerous Carnegie rural 
libraries’ throughout the country. He. was.

The Spanish Elections. 


A -Cabinet Council has authorised 
General Berenguer to submit a scheme 
for the Spanish elections. It is unfor- 
tunate, even if, perhaps, unavoidable, 
that. the elections should have been 
deferred until now; for doctrinaire 
politicians have had opportunity to con- 
fuse the minds of the electorate with a 
multitude. of discordant, and often 
mutually antagonistic, faiths, When. Primo 
de Rivera fell from power the cry, 
naturally and desirably, was for the 
resuscitation of the Cortes. Then the old 
political parties still preserved some cf 
their influence, and might have been able 
to bring the country back ‘to an ordered 
constitutional existence. Such was the 
original intention of the late Dictator 
when he assumed office; his régime was 
to be in the nature of a purge which 
would free Spain from apathy and corrup- 
tion. Dis aliter visum. The dictator- 
ship, while it succeeded in the majority 
of its efforts, failed to capture the 
public imagination as the Fascists have 
captured modern Italy. Finally, General 
Frimo de Rivera, after an abortive 
effort to secure military support for 
his Government, departed under some- 
thing of a cloud. General Berenguer 
succeeded to his office and equally 
to his difficulties. As soon as he 
became Prime Minister he promised the 
people a Cortes. at the earliest possible 
moment. The elections, he said, would 
be “furiously cincere.’’ Spain waited 
with joyous anticipation, and she is 
--aiting still. 

The.causes of General Berenguer’s delay 
in. the holding of the elections are both 
administrative and political. An election, 
if it is to be ‘furiously sincere,’’ pre- 
supposes an adequate census from which 
the lists of -voters may be prepared. 
Spain’s existing census is seven years old, 
and, even in its youth, was never com- 
prehensive or precise. The provision of a 
new census has been entrusted to the 
Marquis de Guad el Gelu, the Minister 
for Labour, who seems to have found the 
task unusually tedious. ~ Here we im- 
pinge upon the political aspect of the 
problem; for the tardiness of the noble 
Marquis’s results may have been dictated

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‘Tho great British “Traffit Act will come 
into full operation on April 1st, 1931; but 
after the beginning of next month a 
nutber of its provisions will have become 
binding on motorists. On December 1st 
the clauses relating to the physical fitness 
of ‘drivers, as well as to careless and 
January will see the abolition of the speed 
‘limit, recognised generally as a profitless 
nuisance, and the institution of a system 
of compulsory third-party insurance ; and 
by April the laws governing public service 
vehicles will have been correlated and put 
into practice. Mr, Herbert Morrison, 
the Minister for Transport, has high hopes 
that this measure will prove to be effec- 
tive. Many of its clauses have met with 
violent opposition among the motoring 
public, and it has been attacked as an 
autocratic infringement of general rights. 
Yet it is the first elaborate attempt made 
in Britain to lessen the great and growing 
toll of the road, and we wish it every 
success. Certain provisions, doubtless, are 
autocratic, but many drivers are amenable 
to nothing save autocratic action. The 
simplest and least exacting of highway 
codes, if it received faithful observance 
from every motorist, would be sufficient 
to ensure safety on the roads. It is 
obvious, therefore, to anybody who reads 
the daily list of accidents that many 
drivers either are handicapped by 
physical defects or lack the decency to 
observe the common code—and it is against 
such that the British Act is designed. Two 
provisions are of the utmost significance 
—that which renders third-party insurance 
compulsory, and that which demands from 
the applicant for a driving licence a de- 
claration of his physical -fitness. The 
merits of the former stipulation are imme- 
diately evident. In regard to the second, 
three specific questions must be ‘answered, 
in any one of which an unsatisfactory reply 
instantly will damn the applicant’s ex- 
pectations. The first question is; '“ Do you 
suffer from epilepsy or sudden attacks of 
disabling giddiness or faintness?’’ In 
the second place the potential driver is 
asked :-“ Are you able to read at a distance 
of twenty-five yards, in good daylight, with 
glasses, if worn, a motor car number plate 
containing six letters and figures?” The 
third question is: ‘‘ Have you lost either 
hand or foot, or are you suffering from any 
defect in movement control or muscular 
power of either arm or leg?’’ We miay 


faithfully, road accidents will be accidents 
in the true sense rather than exhibitions 
of incapacity or ineptitude. Presumably, 
the same measures: will become law 
throughout the Six Counties within a 
short time.

A Curious Protest. 


The first six Provosts of Trinity College, 
Dublin, came from Cambridge, and. Mr. 
R. W, Ditchburn, F.,T.C.D., whose letter 
we print to-day, comes also from that great 
University. The old men’s opinion of Mr. 
Ditchburn’s letter—if we can imagine 
them, discinct, in some celestial common- 
room—would be interesting. Trinity 
College was founded by a British monarch 
and has been befriended by her successors: 
Mr. Ditchburn. must be familiar: with 
names for which pious thanks are rendered 
nightly in the College’s Grace after meat. 
These monarchs—benefactores nostri— 
include His present Majesty, King George 
V., under whose Charter Mr, Ditchburn 
holds his office and its emoluments, On 
Armistice Day a Service of Remembrance 
for the dead of the Great War was held in 
the College Chapel. Within a few yards 
of the Chapel stands a little temple that 
enshrines the names, of ‘some hundreds of 

College men who fell in that War. They 
died in the King’s uniform, under the 

King’s flag, and the world’s peace—the 
process of “ reconciliation and fellowship”’ 

which is now at work in all lands—was 

promoted by their sacrifice. — For more 
than three centuries the British monarch 
has been the King of Trinity. College, and 
to-day by a solemn Treaty and Constitu- 
tion, confirmed. by a democratic Parlia- 
ment, he is the King of the Irish Free 

State. At the close of the College’s 

Memorial Service for men who died in the 

King’s cause and uniform the congregation 

sang ' God Save the King.” Mr. Ditch-

COMMENTS ON THE 
SIMON REPORT. 


INDIAN GOVERNMENT'S 
DESPATCH. 


-“ 


In a despatch published yesterday tho 
Government of India express their views 
on the proposals for constitutional reform, 
as outlined in the Indian Statutory Com- 
mission’s report. Their main suggestion 
is for a vigorous central authority. 

The despatch points out that the Indian 
Government are in full agreement with 
the view of the Commission that the new 
Constitution should not be unduly rigid, 
and that it should allow of natural growth 
and diversity. They also accept the ideal 
of the ultimate constitution of India as 
an all-India federation, including not only 
British India, but also the Indian States, 
-but recognises that that ideal is not likely 
to realise itself, save in its own due time. 

A vigorous central authority is required 
that will be responsible for defence 
against external attack, the maintenance 
of: internal tranquillity ; for the finances 
of India as a whole, and its credit in the 
markets of the world, and. all other 
matters of common concern, which must be 
handled by a central Government, The 
most difficult problerr is what form the 
central authority should take. Whatever 
the plan adopted, the Government of India 
are convinced that no scheme can work 
with success unless it is recognised that 
Parliament and the Indian Legislature 
have each their special contribution to 
make to the welfare of India, which is the 
joint purpose of both. 
Anantha that the economic interests 
involved are adequately safeguarded, the 
Government of India support in principle 
the proposal that Burma should now be 
separated, but ask the Imperial Govern- 
ment not to come fo a decision on the 
subject until the question has been dis- 
cussed at the Round Table Conference. 


THE CENTRAL EXECUTIVE. 

Dealing with the problem of the nature 

of the Central Executive and its relations 
with the Legislature the Government of 
India draw attention to the changes pro- 
posed by the Commission in the composi- 
tion of the Assembly, and observe that 
there is little ground to anticipate that 
the proposed substitution of indirect for 
direct election would produce a Legisla- 
ture of which it could be predicted that it 
would work harmoniously with the Execu- 
tive contemplated by the Commission. They 
suggest that the proposals of the Commis- 
sion are hardly likely to produce the strong 
Central Government’ which the Commis- 
sion desire to see. The Government of 
India would prefer to pursue a somewhat 
more cautious policy in regard to the Legis- 
lature than in the past, and to consider 
whether it is not possible to contemplate 
some development of the Commission 5 pro- 
posals for the Executive in its relations, on 
the one hand, to the Secretary of State, 
and, on the other, to the Legislature. 
' Dealing with dyarchy, the despatch says: 
“We are not insensible to the fact that in 
existing conditions there must be an in- 
herent difficulty in attaining complete 
unity within the Government at the centre, 
except at the cost of serious lack of 
harmony with the Legislature. But unity 
should be the ideal, and it does not seem 
to us a wise course to emphasise the duality 
by adopting a system of formal dyarchy. 
| Dyarchy offers. no possibility of an exten- 
sion of the sphere of responsibility, except 
by way of an abrupt transition.” 

The conclusion reached is that it will 
seem necessary to look for some solution 
on the lines of a unitary Government, and 
it is suggested that such a Government, 
while containing a definite official element 
and not formally responsible to the Indian 
Legislature, would yet include an appreci- 
able popular element consisting of elected 
members of the Legislature, who might 
command sufficient support in that body 
to afford in normal. circumstances the 
promise of reasonable harmony between 
the Executive and the Legislature. 

It is agreed that paramountcy should 
vest in the Viceroy, and support is given 
for the proposal for the establishment of 
a Council of Greater India.

The Government ’s Life. 


+ Jf self-satisfaction affords a criterion, 
‘the Labour Government will be in office 
for a long time to come; for not one of 
the Ministers will entertain the idea that 
the Government is in danger from outside 
influences. ‘This confidence seems to be 
perfectly honest, and some Ministers pro- 
fess a firm opinion that they will be in 
office for another two, and, quite possibly, 
three, years, while others think that they 
will see the present Parliament run its 
-full course. h must be borne in mind. 
however, that, ever since Labour secured 
office for the second time, the idea has 
been that the Government wil] go to the 
country after the introduction of its 1951 
Budget, and this point of view still is 
held by many members of the House of 
Commons. 


Sir Archibald Sinclair. 


At the House of Commons to-day the 
decision taken at the Libera] Party's 
meeting last. night, that Sir Archibald 
Sinclair should become the Chief Whip, 
was discussed with some little interest: 
for it is known that Sir Archibald has 
demanded a guarantee that his little 
party will receive complete support, or 
otherwise he will not accept the post. It 
is suggested to-day that Sir. Archibald 
Sinclair is unlikely to become Chief 
Whip, because there is really no agree 
ment in thought or action among the 
Liberal members—particularly in regard 
to the Education Bill and tim -Trades 
Disputes Bill, both of which will be con- 
sidered. this session. It was whispered 
also that the Liberals had come to a 
definite decision to turn out the Govern- 
ment at the first suitable opportunity : 
but this *idea is received with amusement 
by both Conservatives and Labour men, 
among whom the opinion prevails that 
Mr. Lloyd George has not made up his 
mind that the time is ripe. 


Liberal Unity. 


The Liberal Party is in an extremely 
difficult position at the moment; for, 
while the temptation to put the Govern- 
ment out of office is great, the party has 
other issues to be considered, and is not 
altogether anxious to precipitate an event 
which may lead to its disappearance for a 
time. Sir John Simon’s outspoken com- 
ment on the party’s attitude towards 
Government measures has had a great 
effect, and it is said that several mem- 
bers, in addition to those already sup- 
porting him, have expressed adherence to 
his point of view. If Sir Archibald 
Sinclair contrives to secure a promise of 
definite and continued support, and 
becomes Chief Whip, the threat to the 
Government’s existence will become more 
obvious, because on emergency all the 
Liberal Party is likely to go into the 
Lobby with its leader. Yet there are 
comparatively few people at Westminster 
who believe that Liberal unity will pre- 
vail sufficiently long for such a step to be 
taken. ‘ : 


Important Conferences. 


Highly important conferences, affect- 
ing something like 1,500,000 workers, were 
cpened in Lon ‘on to-day. Some seventy re- 
presentatives of the railway trade unions, 
many of whom had -travelled: all night, 
met the general managers of the railway 
companies at St. Pancras. this morning, 
where they were addressed by Sir Ralph 
Wedgwood, Chairman of the - Genera! 
Managers’ Conference. The. proceedings 
were private, but it is understood from 
a statement issued this morning that the 
situation of the railways was reviewed. 
and it was made clear that, in spite of 
the economies already in operation, the 
need ‘for further saving in working ex- 
penses was imperative. It is expected 
that the negotiations following upon the 
proposed general reduction of wages wil! 
be somewhat prolonged. The other Con- 
ference, which related -to the mining 
situation, was held at the House of Com- 
mons, where Mr. E. Shinwell, the 
Minister of Mines, presided over 4 
gathering of employe:s and _ representa:

The fact that, for all practical purposes, 
the Imperial Conference has been a dismal 
failure can be stated now without hesita- 
tion. Not only has it failed, but bitter- 
nesses have been created which may have 
a deplorable effect on imperial affairs. 
This morning the heads of delegations 
met and ‘‘ disposed of” the Graham Com- 
mittee’s report. In the afternoon they

held to-morrow. Apparently they agreed 
to abandon their discussion on foreign 
policy. 

They talked until after six o'clock, and 
they propose to go on talking after dinner. 
Indeed, it is possible that they will have 
a very late sitting; for Mr. Bennett was 
at a tea party this afternoon, and many 
of the points that were discussed in his 
absence may have to be recapitulated for 
his benefit. We may assume now that not 
only the Bennett plan, but also the quota 
plan, is virtually dead.

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RESCUE WORK, 
FROM KEUTER 5 CORKESPONDENT. 
LYONS, Thursday. 

Prosperous and contented Lyons is a city 
of gloom and desolation to-day. In the 
early hours of the morning great masses 
of earth fell from the steepest side of the 
hill of St. Jean, which dominated the silk 
city,, burying several streets of crowded 
tenement houses. 

The lighting system failed, and many 
firemen, heroically working in the dark- 
ness to extricate the victims, were killed 
under crashing beams and masonry. 

lt was announced this evening that only 
two injured women and eight dead bodies 
hall been recovered from the ruins. 
Twenty-three firemen and police are 
known’ to be buried, and, im view of the 
number of houses that have collapsed, it 
is to be feared that the preliminary 
estimate of a hundred dead may be justi- 
fied. 


HUGE MASS OF DEBRIS. 

The victims lie buried in over 29,009 
cubic yards of brick and mortar, extend 
ing over a width of fifty yards and a 
depth of eighteen feet. Although c\er 
tro hundred men are at work, it is 
estimated that the clearing away of the 
debris will. take at least three or four 


days, even 1f no further subsidence occurs. 


Carpenters are now engaged in shoring 
up other buildings believed to be in 
aqanger. 

Whole houses were carried off or cut 
clean in two when, at about one o’clock 
this morning, the earth of the upper part 
of the hill on which the district is built 
made five separate slides on its granite 
hed, breaking down the thirty. feet. retain- 
ing wall designed to hold it back. 


FATE OF GALLANT RESCUERS.

Under 
the pressure of hundreds of tons of earth 
set in: motion by the recent heavy rain- 
‘all, the retaining wall had shown signs 
of weakness, and cracks had appeared in 
many houses of the neighbourhood.

ESCAPES AT THE LAST 
MINUTE. 
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ROPE RESUCES FROM THE 
FALLING HOUSES. 
LYONS, Thursday Night. 

At a late hour to-night it was an- 
nouncel that nineteen firemen, three 
pc:.cemen, and a police superintendent, 
had lost their lives in the landslide this 
morning. 

The authorities still. hope that the 
number of dead will not reach the total 
of a huzdred which is generally feared. 
One estimate even puts the dead at not 
exceeding forty. 

It will be impossible to say exactly how 
many have perished until the laborious 
and dangerous task of clearing away 
hundreds of tons of débris has been com- 
pleted. | 


SURVIVORS’ STORIES. 

“I was awakened at midnight by a 
noise lite a gas explosion,’’ said one man 
who escaped when his house crashed. “ A 
few minutes later I heard the motor horns 
of the fire brigade. I looked out ef the 
window and saw a young man popping his 
head out of the window opposite. Then I 
saw the firemen arrive and drive up the 
street. I went back to bed. So did my 
opposite number. An hour later there was 
another landslide. The house opposite 
collapsed; burying the firemen, several 
cyclist policemen, and my young friend 
whom I had seen at the window. I thought 
it was time to make good my escape, and, 
with the help of my brother, I managed to 
get my old mother, aged eighty-eight, out 
of the house safely. A ad living on the 
same floor was rescued by a rope from her 
window.” 


_ WOMEN’S EXPERIENCES. 

A middle-aged woman, describing her 
experience, said: ‘‘.The house shook.. I 
thought it was an earthquake, but nothing 
happened, and I went to bed again. Half 
an hour later there was another shock. 
The two rooms next to mine were reduced 
tou heap of bricks and mortar. The fire- 
men saved about forty people in our house 
by a ladder.’’ i 

“1 had just arrived from Macon and 
gone to bed," another woman said. 
‘* Suddenly there was an ominous crack. 
I was thrown out of bed. I heard a man 
shout ‘Help!’ - I was crazy. I -hurled 
myself against the door, but it was shut. 
The firemen rescued me by the window.’’

He informed M. Herriot that it had been 
decided to award posthumously a gold 
medal for bravery to the firemen and 
policemen who had been killed in the 
course of rescue work.

THE DESPATCH. 


The despatch itself, it may be said at 
once, will dissipate a good many wild 
It is not in 
substance a brand-new schéme of Indian 
;constitutional reform.: No one can claim 
it as an ‘“‘ alternative ” or a “'rival ” to 
the Simon scheme. If, in some respects, 
it goes further than Sir John Simon and 
his colleagues in the direction of responsi- 
bility, there are other respects in which it 
is palpably more cautious. The criticism 
which must occur to everyone who reads 
the despatch in the light of modern 
thought is that its outlook is altogether 
too narrow to help the Conference in its 
main decision. 

Its authors’ are a little too near the 
gtound to see the horizon. They give the 
‘impression of a set of earnest and sympa- 
thetic commentators, by no means ail of 
one mind, but struggling loyally to avoid 
any public dissent, who have kept 
strictly to the text before them, 
have worked against time to reach 
a number of conclusions upon it, 
and have then caused them to be placed 
on record by a painstaking civil servant. 
No doubt, that is just what they set out 
to do; “It was not their business to be 
imaginative. - The importance of their 
criticism on specific points is beyond all 
question, but it is a little depressing that 
at this moment, when the whole destiny 
-of India is under review, they should 
almost have gone out of their way to dis- 
| courage: the hopes of a new and larger 
experiment in constitutional progress. 


THE CONFERENCE’S CHOICE. 


_ The plain truth is that the fundamental 
clioice before. the present Conference lies 
| between a scheme of Government into 
which the ‘whole Indian population— 
| States--as: well as provinces—can fit 
naturally without retrogression or up- 
heaval ‘as time goes on, and a scheme 
which will, in éfféct,° repréduce on a 
gigantic scale the partition of Ireland, 
an ‘Ireland, moreover, not merely 
clean divided in two, bat broken at 
every point by a chain of Ulsters. That 
| choice is primarily for the people of India 
themselves. If they take the larger view, 
they will concentrate, first and foremost, 
upon the provinces, postpone for the time 
any reform at the centre, and claim their 
‘right, once the provinces have become suc- 
cessful autonomous units, to determine 
their own form of federal unity with the 
States. If they prefer merely to go for- 
ward on the present lines, to think only 
in terms of a Central Parliament of 
British India, and to leave the States out 
of account till a distant future, then, no 
doubt, they may still achieve a certain 
progress on the lines suggested, but they 
Tun the risk of-losing for ever the chance 
of. an Indian ‘‘Dominion”’ worth the 
name. 

Whichever view they take, the Simla 
despatch will have its value; for it con- 
tains a mass of practical suggestion on 
every detail of constitutional change. But 
it is essential to remember in reading it, 
that it: is a document limited, for all 
intents and purposes, to the development 
of parliamentary institutions in British 
Its uses will be found in 
committee, rather than in any survey by 
‘the Conference of the Indian problem as 
a. whole.

When 
this report went to the heads the British ' 
representatives announced that important-- 
matters of high policy were involved, and

could not possibly be taken in such a short 

space of time. 

UGLY SCENES PREVENTED. - 
This attitude infuriated some of the 
Dominion delegates, who frankly lost their 
tempers, and but for the suavity of Mr- 
Scullin, who acted as peacemaker, ugly 
scenes might have resulted. As 1t was, 
there were a few wigs on the green at 
yesterday afternoon’s meeting. es 
There is no doubt that the Dominion 
representatives are heartily disgusted. with 
the course of events, and have made no 
secret of their resentment at what they 
consider to be their unfair treatment- 
If the British Government had made up 
its mind before the Conference began that 
there would be no additional preferences, 
and that its own quota scheme could not 
be-adopted without all sorts of further 
consideration, why were the overseas dele- 
gates not told so frankly at the outset? 
Then much time would have been saved. 
Mr. Snowden has not budged an inch from 
his original attitude, and it 1s nonsense 
to say that the Dominions’ proposals 
have been examined in an _ impartial 
manner. Every member of the British. 
Government must have known perfectly 
well from the first day that nothing would 
be done at this Conference to meet the 
Dominions’ wishes, and the -fact that a 
pretence of ‘‘ careful consideration i. has 
been maintained by Downing street has 
caused exceedingly nasty comments among 
the visiting delegations. 

Everything is over now bar the shout- 
ing, and I should imagine that these will 
be plenty of that. 


WITH BACKS TO THE WALL. 

After all the wonderful hopes that were 
held out to the peoples of the Empire 
concerning the extension of inter-imperial 
trade, the economic unity of the Common- 
wealth and the growth of family co-opera- 
tion, the Dominion Premiers this. evening 
are fighting with their backs against the 
wall to drag a guarantee from the British 
Government that existing preferences. will 
be stabilised for three years. Mr. 
Snowden does not want to give tliem even 
that. We are left with a vague hope 
that the quota suggestion may be allowed 
to remain open, whatever. that blessed 
phrase may mean. 

Mr. Macdonald would like to push the 
whole business off to another Conference 
to be held next year in Ottawa, as he 
has just made momentous discovery — 
namely, that one Imperial Conference 
cannot hope to deal exhaustively with a 
double programme of major constitutional 
and economic problems. My messenger 
boy could have told him that six weeks 
ago. Whether a further Conference will 
take place in Canada to go into tue quota 
proposal thoroughly remains to be seen, 
but at the moment the Dominion Premiers 
are so much annoyed that they are in- 
clined to think that no future Conference 
can get them anywhere. 

Of course, there always is the chance 
that the Labour Government in the 
United Kingdom may be thrown out of 
ofice during the next six months, 
in which event a very different com- 
plexion would be given to affairs. The 
Conservative Party, through Mr. Baldwin, 
has accepted the principle of Mr. Bennett's 
preference plan, and one must presume 
that a change of Government would lead 
to the adoption of early steps to put this 
promise into practice. Another Conference 
then would become absolutely necessary ; 
for the matter is being left im such a 
chaotic condition that a completely fresh 
start would need to be made. | 
By a strange piece of irony, the onlr 
delegates who are taking a calm view of 
the economic problem are the Irish. From 
the start they have based their attitude on 
the principle that “ blessed are they who 
expect nothing ; for they shall not, be: dis- 
appointed.” Mr. Hogan gave up hopes of 
a butter quota at an early stage, and, like 
a sensible man, went back to his job in 
Dublin.

they do to-day, and, if they had said so. 
at the start, think of all the trouble that 
would have been saved. 

At any rate, here is what the Graham 
people have said:—  -: 

(1)—Wheat quota. The proposed quota 
for Dominion wheat was 55 per cent., and 
its object was to give a guaranteed and 
increasing market to Canada and Australia 
at world prices. This project was bound 
up with the suggestion of a quota for 
home-grown wheat, which had been under 
the consideration of the United Kingdom 
Government for several months. The 
report discusses generally the question ot 
price. Would a quota allow prices to 
remain at world levels? Answer, “ Yes.” 
Furthermore, from the Dominion stand- 
point, a quota would be a great advantage, 
because it would protect the Dominion 
growers against dumping, which is their 
worst enemy. Russia, like Canada, grows 
hard wheat, and is likely to be a fierce 
competitor against her in the future. 
Separate quotas for individual Dominions 
are ruled out, but a general 
quota for all the Dominions, plus 
the home producers, would be possible. 
The same remark applies to flour, 
but the whole matter must be given far 
more thorough examination before any- 
thing can be done. 

(2)—A quota for canned fish, canned 
fruit, fresh fruit and dairy produce. This 
proposal is vetoed on the ground that, 
whereas wheat imports can be controlled 
easily at various ‘‘ bottle necks,”’ the con- 
trol of imports of these other commodities 
would involve either control at the 
Customs, which would interfere with cer- 
tain international obligations of the 
United Kingdom Government, or control 
of wholesale and retail traders, which 
would cause all sorts of complications. 
Therefore a quota for these commodities is 
impracticable. 

(3)—Import boards for canned fish, 
fruit, etc. Here we should have a 
statutory corporation, with a monopoly of 
the purchase of home and imported pro- 
duce, and there would be no difficulty in 
regard to import control. The chief objec- 
tion to this plan is that it might lead to 
unseemly quarrels between Commonwealth 
Governments in respect of prices and, 
quality. On the other hand, import 
boards could deal most effectively with 
dumping. The idea is worth pursuing, 
but here again it needs much longer con- 
sideration. 

(4)—Bulk purchase. This proposal in- 
volves long-term contracts, either by im- 
porting syndicates, reinforced by State 
credit, or by the State itself, in direct 
competition with private concerns. Dump- 
ing might upset this whole scheme. But 
obviously this is another matter for which 
time is wanted. Nothing could be recom- 
mended without consultation with trade 
interests as to the best methods to be em- 
ployed. Here again the matter is “ worth 
pursuing.”’ 

(5)—Organisation of channels of trade; 
in other words, direct exchange of goods 
between Dominions and United Kingdom. 
The project has possibilities, but, like all 
the others, must be examined further. 

So there is the Graham report in its 
essentials. It does make definite recom- 
mendations in respect of the Empire 
Marketing Board and the Imperial 
Economic Committee, but in respect of 
nothing else. In the circumstances neither 
the heads of delegations nor the plenary 
Conference will be able to recommend any- 
thing for the improvement of inter- 
imperial trade. The very schemes which 
were proposed by the British representa- 
tives as alternatives to Mr. Bennett's offer 
of increased preferences have been shelved 
not by the Dominions, but by the British 
Government. It is almost incredible, but 
it is a cold fact. We shall be told that 
the Graham Committee has done “' extra- 
ordinarily useful work.” We shall hear 
to-morrow that everything in the garden 
is lovely. 

Indeed, the overseas delegates to-night 
presented Mr. Ramsay Macdonald with a 
silver salver in token of taeir esteem ; but 
that is all on the surface. Whatever may 
be said or left unsaid at the plenary Con- 
ference to-morrow, the fact remains that 
the Dominion delegates are disgusted men, 
and that the cause of the British Empire 
instead of being promoted has been 
damaged gravely by the vacillations and 
subterfuges of the last six weeks.

Most of the me 
of the factory was -sold to port cities ES 
towns, such as Dublin, Waterford an 
Limerick.

were 135,400 acres of beet grown, and he 
believed that he would be right m saying 
that. if it were not for the sugar facto 
most of that ground would not be tilled. 
The sugar company preferred to get the beet 
forwarded by rail rather than by any other 
means of SHIN, “drop he eg, sn 
f the factory they had to get people in re- 
eae coundien to "erow beet to keep them 
supplied, and it would be unfair if these 
people would have to drop out now. Last 
vear the net profit of the factory was £66,000, 
but conditions in the sugar market had be- 
come very much worse since. He believed 
that it would be no exaggeration to say that 
sugar was now £3 a ton less. He considered 
that the increased rate would have the result 
nf restricting the area in which beet would 
be grown, The sugar company had agreed to 
pay 2s. towards the transport of beet from 
outlying counties, where the tonnage was 6s. 
or over. The amount so paid was approxi- 
ly £2,000 a year. : : 

gy oo ae Mr. Kelly, the witness said 
that. the factory had not created a reserve 
equal to the cost of the factory. The total 
cost of construction of the “factory was in 
the neighbourhood of £430,000. They had 
written off £208,000. In addition they had 
a reserve fund of £65,000, and also a reserve 
of £7,500 for doubtful debts. The £65,000 
might be swallowed up in one bad season. 
It was their hope to have the factory written 
off at: the end of the rapt period. 

Mr. Kelly—Yon get a subsidy of 16s. 11d. 
per cwt. Does the Free State’ consumer get 
any benefit for that 16s. 11d.1—I do not think 
so. We sell our sugar in competition, and 
we have to come down to the level of im- 
ported sugar. 

EFFECT OF INCREASED RATES. 

Answering further questions, the witness 
said that he agreed that the rates given by 
the railway company were exceptional to 
help the industry in its commencement. His 
conviction was that the railway company 
would injure themselves by increasing the 
present rates. : 

Answering Mr. Monks, the witness said 
that while they had to meet competition in 
the sale of sugar, there was no competition 
in the purchase of beet. He thought that 
his board would not continue to pay the 
2s. to farmers in outlying districts. 

Mr. Kelly—And in addition to the growers 
having to pay £1,800 on your present ex- 
ceptional rates, they will hé to pay the 
entire of the new rate?—That is only an 
assumption on my part. 

THE BEET-GROWERS.. 

Mr. Monks, for the Beet-growers’ Associa- 
tion, stated that the beet-growing industry 
could not afford an extra penny freight cost 
at the present price of 46s. per ton, but 
the growers were prepared to have a 
percentage variation in freights in proportion 
as the price they got from the factory varied. 
The growers were most anxious to give the 
carriage of beet to the railway company, but 
they said very candidly that they would have 
to organise a proper system of road transport 
unless put on an economic basis on the rail- 


way. 

If the Railway Tribunal adopted the rate 
suggested for next year’s beet crop it would 
mean a difference of 2s. a ton in price to the 
growers. 

THE PROFIT ON BEET-GROWING. 

Mr. Michael Doyle, ex-T.D., Wexford, 
stated that he farms 360 acres, but, unfortu- 
nately, tillage not being a paying proposition, 
the most of the farm was in grass. Fe grew 
three acres of beet, twenty acres of grain, 
four or five acres of roots, and two acres of 
potatoes. He thought that in the case of a 
subsidised industry outlying counties should 
get a chance as regards freight. e average 
sugar content of his beet for the first three 
years was about 17 per cent. Last year it 
was 175 per cent. The cost of production 
was £21 16s. 3d. per acre, and it left him 
a profit of a shade over 10 per cent. He did 
not think that the crop could bear an increase 
in freight from 6s. to 8s. 1d. 

Answering Mr. Phelps, the witness said 
that the railway company was entitled to fair 
remuneration. 

The Chairman asked Mr. Singer if the 
sugar company would continue the rebate to 
the growers of about £2,000 per annum. 

Mr. Singer said that the future outlook for 
the factory was not at all as bright as it had 
been for the “gg three years. He would, 
however, put the matter before his directors. 

A GROWER’S LOSS LAST YEAR. 

Colonel Bernard J. Fagan, Monasterevan, 
stuted that he lives 26 miles from Carlow by 
road and 43 miles by rail. His present rate 
was 4s. 5d. per ton, and the proposed new 
Yate would be 6s. ld. He had a farm of 150 
acres, and this year had ten acres under 
wet. His average yield per acre was: 
1926-27, 11 tons; 1927.38. 124 tons; 1928-29, 
12 tons; 1929-30, 8 tons. The sugar content 
was about 17 per cent. He had made a profit 
of about £8 an acre on the crop some years,

AGRICULTURAL POLICY, 

Dr. Addison (Minister of Agricnlture and 
Fisheries). moved the second reading of the 
Government’s Agricultural Land (Utilisation) 
Bill. lt was -quite time, he said, that an 
attémpt was made to restore prosperity to 
the countryside, and increase employment 
thereon. During. the last ten years there had 
been a loss of one hundred thousand land 
workers. There had been a draft of the 
population from the rural districts to the 
towns. " No nation could continue draining 
the blood and enterprise from the countryside 
without having to pay for it; we were paying 
for it now. There was no reason why a great, 
deal of what. we now imported should not 
be grown at home. Last year we imported 
£20,000,000 worth. of eggs—nearly twice the 
value of our food crops—and we produced 
about the same amount at home. Our oppor- 
tunities were enormous. It was generally 
agreed that the types of agriculturist who 
succeeded were the small cultivators, the 
specialist farmer, and the man with large 
capital with large-scale enterprise. 

LARGE-SCALE FARMING. 

At a later stage he hoped to introduce “ó 

sals affecting the vital question of market- 
ing and the difficulties experienced in many 
of the cereal areas. (Hear, hear.) The 
first thing necessary was to provide 
employment, and to adopt — — those 
expedients most likely quickly to produce 
good results. Then they must try to build 
up a system which would give the labourer 
a chance. This bill proposed, in the first 
instance, to set up a large-scale farming cor- 
poration, It was a remarkable fact that 
agriculture was the only interest in the 
lan] where they had not the collective ap- 
plication of capitai, where they had not the 
collective. “assembly of science, skill and 
organisation designed to develop the in- 
dustry. For a long time leading opinion in 


agriculture had been in favour of the pro-. 


posals contained in this bill. No doubt 
some of his proposals would be denounced as 
the production of a feather-brained Minister 
of Agriculture; but they had the 
authority of tke Selborne Report, which qd- 
vocated the establishment of demonstration 
farms of 3,000 acres and upwards. These 
demonstration farms would not be sanctioned 
unless he was reasénably satisfied that they 
would be commercially self-supporting. 

In regard to the proposal for the reclama- 
tion of land, he owed something to the 
friends of Mr. Lloyd George, who had 
negotiated with him during the recess. Then 
there was the question of the provision of 
allotments for the benefit of men who were 
now unemployed. He also looked for a 
large development of small holdings. 
So far, about 10,270 had been pro- 
vided, and only 493 appeared to have failed. 
These small holdings paid three per cent. 
on the capital expenditure, and there were 
not many landlords up and down the country 
who got three per cent. on their land. (Hear, 
hear. It was not proposed to establish 
small holdings and then leave the occupants 
to themselves. They must be established on 
settled lines and be trained by experts. Men 
and women who were capable of runnin 
poultry farms and market gardens woul 
1ave technical guidance during the first year 
of their occupation, and they would be 
assisted in the marketing of their produce, 
He further ventured to suggést that there 
were great possibilities in the canning in- 
dustry. Our national capacity was immense, 
and 16 was time that we ‘threw down the 
challenge to adversity. (Cheers.) 


REJECTION MOVED. 


NO ADEQUATE RETURN 
FOR EXPENDITURE. 


Mr. Walter Guinness expressed the view 
that the bill would provoke a great deal of 
controversy. They had been asked, he said, 
to put aside controversy and consider the 
proposals from a purely agricultural point of 
view; but he would remind the Minister that 
the Labour Party voted against all the 
measures brought forward in that connection 
by the Conservative Party. So far as he 
understood it, the idea was that 100,000 
families were to be settled on the land. 
Was it realised what a colossal convulsion 
that would mean It meant the transfer of 
the control of nearly one-fourth of our arable 
land. As to the finance of the bill, it was 
proposed to spend £6,700,000 on large- 
scale experiment and land improvement. That 
expenditure would give no adequate return 
and was not justified in our present financial 
position. 

Contrary to the statement of the Minister, 
he said, agriculturists were overwhelmingly 
opposed to the bill. Dr. Addison had 
a bad financial record. He was the champion 
rí gg in a day of prodigal expenditure. In 
the present measure he saw the germ of a 
policy which might develop into such a Jand 
policy as now existed in Russia. He went on 
to say that the Prime Minister was too busy 
ty see the Farmers’ Union, but not too busy 
to see the Daily Herald, and make a violent 
attack on the Union and the farmers it 
represented. 

Dr. Salter—You are wasting time with dis- 
gusting personalities. 

The Speaker—lf the hon. member cannot 
behave, he had better leave the House. 

Mr. Guinness, continuing, said that) mem- 
bers opposite seemed to be suffering from a 
superiority “—— in an acute form, the chief 
symptom of which was that they imagined 
they knew everybody’s business much better 
than the people actually engaged in it. 
(Opposition cheers.) Large-scale operations 
on a scientific basis had already been tried, 
with the result that on a farm of 2,500 acres 
there was an average loss of £8,200 a vear, or 
£14 per acre. The production of the bill at 
the present moment showed that the Govern- 
ment were indifferent to the real difficulties 
of agriculture, and were also blind to the 
necessity of cutting down expenditure in every 
possible direction. He concluded by moving 
the rejection of the bill. 


‘‘A FRAUD AND A DELUSION.” 

Sir Joseph. Lamb, who is a Governor of the 
Harper Adams Agricultural College, ventured 
the opinion that the bill was both a fraud 
and a delusion. It could do nothing to 
relieve the present disastrous condition of 
agriculture. The bill was a little bit of 
‘Socialism in our time.’’ (Laughter.) 

Mr. Granville, a Liberal, said that the bill 
would certainly not enable the Government to 
carry out its pledge to ‘‘ make farming pay.” 

Mr. A. N. Skelton, Conservative member 
for Perth and Kinross, created a mild sensa- 
tion by announcing that, unlike most of his 
colleagues, he did not propose to vote. against 
the second reading of the bill. He hoped, 
however, that the Minister would drop 
Clause 1 (which deals with large-scale 
farming), as it seemed to him that it would 

a mere waste of money. 

Mr, T. Johnston, replying to the discussion, 
said that it ought to be made quite plain 
that. the present bill was only a part of the 
Government s agricultural policy.. A sub- 
séquent measure would deal with the 

roblems of marketing and cereal production.

MOBILE POLICE UNI 

Mr. Morrison said that regarding the date 
for the abolition of the speed limit “ This 
will allow police authorities more time for 
the organisation of the mobile police units, 
towards the cost of which assistance is to 
be given from the Road Fund for the pur- 
pose of enforcing the provisions of the Act, 
particularly in relation to dangerous and 
careless driving. Provision is being made 
for about 1, lice vehicles, and about a 
third of these will be motor cars. 

‘The operation of Section 19 of the Act, 
which s with the maximum number of 
hours which may be worked by the drivers 
of locomotives, public service vehicles, motor 
tractors, and goods-carrying vehicles, will be 
deferred until lst February next. Representa- 
tions have been made both by employers and 
organised labour to the effect that, if an 
earlier date were decided upon, insufficient 
time would be available for representations 
to be made to the Minister by joint industrial 
councils and similar organisations for modifi- 
cations of the provisions of the section in 
particular cases. 

‘Under the provisions of the Act, a person 
under sixteen years of age in possession of a 
motor cycle driving licence will not be 
allowed to drive a motor cycle after Wth 
November unless he satisfies the licensing 
authority that he was in the habit of driving 
a motor cycle for the six months prior to Ist 
January, 1930, in which case he must sur- 
render his old licence’ on the Ist December 
and obtain a new licence under the new Act. 

Promises @ person under twenty-one years 
of age will not be allowed to drive a loco- 
motive or tractor, or heavy motor car, unless 
he satisfies the licensing authority that he 
was in the habit of driving a motor vehicle 
of that class for the six months prior to the 
ist January, 1930, and, in this case also, he 
must surrender his old licence and obtain 
licence under the new Act, 


PHYSICAL FITNESS. 

“Section C of the new declaration form 
is an entirely new departure, being a de- 
claration as to the physical. fitness of the 
applicant. Three specific questions have to 
be answered. 

The first question is—‘‘ Do you suffer from 
epilepsy or sudden attacks of disabling giddi- 
ness or fainting?’ An applicant who 
answers “yes” to this question is debarred 
from obtaining a licence, 

The second question is—‘‘ Are you able 
to read at a distance of twenty-five yards 
in good daylight with glasses, if worn, a 
motor car number plate containing six letters 
and figures”” An applicant who answers 
“po” to this question is also debarred from 
obtaining a licence. 

The third. question is—‘‘ Have you lost 
either hand or foot, or are you suffering 
from any defect in movement, control or 
muscular power of either arm or leg; if so, 
give _ particulars.”’ If the — answer 
to this question is ‘‘yes,” and 
the applicant has not during the past 
six months been in the habit of driving a 
motor vehicle he ma Section D of the 
applicatiow form, which is a claim to be sub- | 
jected to a driving test. 

If, however, the applicant who answers 
“Yes” to Question ó has been in the habit 
for the previous six months of driving a motor 
vehicle, and has done so without danger, he 
can sign Declaration E to that effect, and 
under the provisions of the Act he will be 


to a driving test. 

In addition to the three specific questions 
already referred to the applicant for a driv- 
ing licence must declare that he is not suffer- 
ing from any other disease or disability which 
would be likely to cause the driving by hm 
of a motor vehicle to be a source of danger to 
the public. 

The complete change over from the present 
system to the new one is fixed for April 1,

SIR JAMES PARR AND THE

Mr. J. G. Skinuer, solicitor, appeared fr 
Morrissey, Cronin and Morris, and Mr. y 
Shannon, solicitor, for O’ Dwyer. 

The principal witness: was an old mar 
Andrew Ryan, a labourer, residing at Farna. 
clara. He said that his son, Richard. a 
labourer, was seeking the tenancy of a oí. 
tage at Rathnaneem, and sent in an applica- 
tion in Febrnary. Meetin O’Dwyer, one of 
the defendants, he asked him to vote for hj. 
son, and that his son would be able to give 
| him (witness) money for it. With Thomas 
Burke and Dwyer (defendant) witness went 
to Cashel. Dwyer said that there were other 
applications for the cottage, inelutting “á 
man named Coffey, but he would no; 
vote for him, as he was a tradesman 
They drove to Clonmel, and to Cronin’s 
house, and Dwyer had a private conversation 
with Cronin, and then asked witne<:. 
“ Would you and your son be able to vive 
me and Cronin £30 for this cottage?” Wit. 
ness said that it was too much, as his son 
was marricd, and had six children, and 1. 
wife was in hospital. Asked by Dwyer what. 
he could give, witness said £20. Dwyer said 
that this would not do. Cronin said that ha 
might be a poor man. and not have any 
more, and if he gave £20 they would get the 
cottage for his son. He would wire next 
morning to Morrissey, Morris and Sullivan 
and would also get Pat McGrath. 3 

Some time later Dwyer called witness. and 
told him to follow him to Clonmel. as Cronin 
wanted to see him. He went with Dwve 
and the next morning Cronin said that he 
had arranged to go and see Morris and Snli. 
van. Morrissey then joined them, and they 
went out and had five drinks. Witness paid 
for the drinks. Cronin asked Morrissev to 
vote for Ryan getting the cottage, and he 
said that he would. They also met Patrick 
McGrath, who promised" Morrissev to vote 
for Ryan. Morris at his own place also gava 
a similar promise. On the trip witness paid 
for all the drink, the motor and a dinner 
He also gave £1 to Dwyer. ; 

Before the meeting of the Board, at w hich 
the letting was made, witness met Dwyer and 
Morrisey. The latter had a drink at wit- 
ness $ expense. He asked Dwyer did he 
think Morrisey would vote for his son, and 
Dwyer said, ‘‘ Follow him out «nd give him 
£1, and ask him.” Witness did as directed, 
and gave Morrisey the £1. During the meet. 
ing Morrisey left the room, and witness 
asked him did he vote, and he said “No 
He was not going to vote at all that dav. 
Witness asked for the return of his £1. Movr- 
rissey handed back the note. Before the vote 
for the cottage Dwver came in to witness and 
said that he wanted money for Morrissev. 
and witness gave him £5. O’Dwver also told 
him that “ old Morrissey renaged them.” He 
went back to the Boardroom, and, returning 
soon, asked for £2, saying, ‘‘I wan't it for 
Sullivan.’”” He came out again, and asked 
for witness’s son to sign for the cottage. 
Witness handed £20 in notes to Cronin, and 
Cronin handed some of the notes to Dwyer. 

Witness heard subsequently that a motion 
was in by a man named Burke to rescind the 
letting to Ryan and give it to Coffey. The 
motion was passed, and Coffey got the 
cottage. 

Witness next consulted his solicitor, Mr. 
Frewen, and got a communication from 
Richard Quinlan. an attendant at the Clon- 
mel Mental Hospital. He got back £22 of 
the money 

Thomas Heafy deposed that he attended 
the Board of Health meeting at which cottage- 
letting was taking place, and saw O'Dwyer 
come out Of the meeting and’say to and 
his son: “ Morrissey has given us the slip, 
but I havé Pat Morris for a fiver.”” He saw 
no money passing. 

Richard Ryan then gave evidence. 

Mr. Skinner—Do you know you are a mem- 
ber of this conspiracy and liable?’—No. 

Did you see Morris at Tobin’s public- 
house?— Yes, the day I won the cottage he 
was with other members of the Board there. 

Mr. Shannon—As Mr. Skinner says you 
are a member of the conspiracy, were you 
ever told you might be prosecuted!—No. 

Did you ever give O'Dwyer money?—No. 
He never asked me for it. 1 never sew my 
father give him ary. 

_ Was it because your father helped O'Dwyer 
in his election that he promised to help in 
getting the cottage’—Yes. | 

To Mr. O’Connor—O’Dwyer never asked me 
for money except on the day I got the cottage, 
when he asked for £5 for Morris. 

Sergeant Corcoran, Tipperary, said that 
when he arrested the four defendants ani 
charged them, Dwver said: “I will make 
n> statement.’’ Morris said: “I know 
nothing about it.’’ Cronin said: “I will 
be able to answer that,” and Morrissey said: 
“I deny the charge.” 

Andrew Ryan, recalled, was examined by 
Mr. Skinner—Did you know you were com- 
mitting an offence in doing this about the 
cottage ’—No, because as far as I know, 
for ten or fifteen years no cottage is got 
without paying for it to the Connty Council. 
(Laughter. ) 

After further evidence, 

Justice Troy said that he was satisfied 
that there was no evidence against Morris, 
and refused informations against him. He 
considered that there was a prima facie case 
against O'Dwyer, Morrissey, and Cronin, 
and returned them for trial to the Circuit 
Court. Bail was accepted.

INTERNATIONALS ACTIVE. 

Several tactors contributed to the return 
of strength manifest in the London Stock 
Markets yesterday.

At Cambridge yesterday Dublin met with 
ai overwhelming defeat by seven place:l 
goals, one droppea goal, and four tries to 
two tries—5l points to 6. It was probably 
the biggest win by either side since the two 
Universities have met, and it left one wit! 
the enigma as to whether Cambridge were 
good or Dublin deplorably 
poor, 

Certain it was that Cambridge held a 
decided advantage at practically every point, 
and only save at scrum-half, where the Irish 
man, Stokes, paid verv close attention 
Simpson, could they be said to acquire any 
semblance of balance. Nevertheless, Simpson 
extracted himself cleverly § from many 
dificult positions, and when the Cambridge 
backs got. moving they outwitted the Dublin 
defence time after time. The Irish defenders 
seemed to gather no inspiration from tha 
lengthy passes of Cambridge, and they 
allowed thimselves to get bunched up, 
that a cut through was almost inevitahle.

LIMERICK’S WELCOME. 


From Our Own ConRRESPONDENT, 


LIMERICK, Thursday. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Pascal Robinson, Papal 
Nuncio to the Irish Free State, arrived in 
Limerick this afternoon on a _ semi-private 
visit. He was accompanied by his private 
secretary, and made the journey from Dublin 
by motor car. At Annacotty, a few miles 
from the city, he was met by the Most Rev. 
Dr. Keane, Bishop of Limerick, who welcomed 
him. on behalf of himself and .the diocesan. 
clergy. The Mayor, Alderman Donnellan, 
wearing his robes, and accompanied by the 
Town Clerk, Mr. William M. Nolan, and Mr. 
John McCormack, Chairman, County Council, 
also extended greetings ; and for the remamder 
of the journey the residents along the route 
cheered the Nuncio, who arrived at. St. John’s 
Presbytery about one o'clock, snd was re- 
ceived by the Cathedral Chapter. 

At 2.30 the Nuncio left for St. John’s 
Cathedral, and proceeding through the pres- 
bytery grounds walked under a canopy borne 
by four clergymen, and was heartily cheered 
by a very large concourse which had as- 
sembled. St. John’s Band played “God 
Bless Our Pope;”’ which was sung by the 
members of the Arch-Confraternity of the 
Holy Family. The Papal colours and bunting 
were displayed in Cathedral place and other 
approaches. 

A religious. service was held in the 
Cathedral, at which the Nuncio presided, and 
there was a very large congregation, including 
the, Mayor and members of the Corporation, 
County Council, Judge McElligott, and Mr. 
J. M. Flood, District Justice, whe wore their 
robes. The Bishop of Limerick gave the 
Benediction. 


THE RECEPTION. 

Subsequent to the religious Service a recep- 
tion was held in St. John’s Schools, at which 
the guests were introduced to the Nuncio, 

The Most Rey. Dr. Keane said that the 
visit of the Nuncio to Limerick that day had 
awakened memories. oí. three hundred years 
ago. At the time of Archbishop Rinucimni's 
visit Ireland was in a troubled state, and 
his travels were not free from perils, but the 
conditiong to-day were more fortunate and 
ere There was another difference: the 
‘athedral from which Archbishop Rinucinni 
gave his blessing was different te that in 
which they were now assembled. 

The Papal Nuncio, in reply; thanked the 
bishop for his most heartening address. He 
was very glad to come to Limerick, and had 
been looking forward with great pleasure to 
the visit, and desired to express his special 
gratitude for being provided with the oppor- 
tunity of meeting so many of the clergy and 
laity. It gave him particular pleasure to 
meet the Mayor and members of the Corpora- 
tion, and when he arrived in Ireland last 
January the first letter of congratulation that 
reached him was from the Corporation of 
Limerick. In reply he expressed the hope 
that, in due time, he might have an occasion 
of thanking them personally, and now 
that the oceasion presented itself he 
gladly availed himself of it to record 
In the most public way his in- 
debtedness to the municipal authorities. 
Not only for the letter to which he had 
referred, but also for their proposal to bestow 
the highest civic honour on him, a proposal 
which, with their. understanding and consent, 
he had been reluctantly constrained to 
decline. 

In conclusion, he said that it was his 
earnest hope and prayer that the blessing of 
St. Munchin, and their other patron saints, 
might ever rest on the ecclesiastical and civil 
authorities of Limerick; upon its many 
religious institutions, and upon its devoted 
people.

ENGLAND'S GREAT LOSS DP? 
WORKING DAYS. 

Sir Kingsley Wood, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, asked the Minister of 
Labour if she would state the total number 
of days lost owing to industrial disputes 
since lst June, 1929, and how it compared 
with a similar period immediately preced- 
ing June, 1929. , 

Miss Bondfield replied: The number of 
working days lost owing to disputes during 
the seventeen months—June, 1929, to 
October, 1950 — was approximately 
11,500,000, of which 9,900,000 were 
accounted for by the extensive disputes in 
the cotton and wool textile industries. The 
corresponding total for a period of seven- 
teen months prior to June, 1929, was 
2,100,000.

OPPOSITION TO LAYING OF 
WATER MAIN. 


The public business of the Howth urban 
district was conducted by Mr. P. J. Meghen, 
Commissioner, yesterday. 

The Town Surveyor, Mr. F. Higginbotham, 
reported that serious inconvenience had been 
caused by the action of the Great Northern 
Railway Company in stopping the Urban 
Council’s men laying the three-inch main 
between ‘*‘ Roxboro” and ‘Stella Maris,” 
along the hill tram road, on the órd insí. 
Although there was im existence an agree- 
ment for way leave for a water main there 
between the railway company and the Howth 
estate, the company insisted on having a 
new agreement betwetn them and the Corn- 
missioner. As a result of this the work was 
held up for a week. On Monday, the 10th 
inst., notification was received from the 
company that an electric cable was in the 
position in which the Council intended lay- 
ing the pipe. Next dav a location was 
settled for the main, and the work had been 
re-started. 

The Surveyor further reported that, 
although the majority of the people through 
whose grounds the water in connection with 
the improved water supply passed under- 
stood the Council’s legal power to enforce, 
the right to lay those water mains, there 
was unreasonable opposition by a few people, 
which was: seriously delaying the work and 
causing great difficulty in maintaining sup- 
plies. The temporary supply for the Bog of 
Loughs could not he maintained much 
longer, and if the old estate supply could 


not be connected up shortly, the consumers

SOURCES OF DISEASE. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Trish 
Times. the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
The first and most important thing is to 

keep nothing but healthy stock, and get 
rid of birds with the smallest sign of 
delicacy. Therefore, be very careful 
about those birds that are purchased. It 
is not always sible to know the stock 
from which the purchased birds come, 
so that they should always be isolated 
before being put with the flock. They 
should be kept by themselves for a period 
of at least seven days, which will give 
opportunity for observation and develop- 
ment of any disease that may be 
dormant. Each bird should be carefully 
examined for signs of roup or colds, or 
a discharge from the nostrils on pressing 
or from the eyes, and inflammation of 
these. Close scrutiny of the mouth and 
tongue may reveal a fungus growth in 
whitish yellow patches, which is also a 
sign of roup. Birds with scaly legs, 
body parasites, crooked breasts, or any 
other physical defects, which indicate 
constitutional weakness, should be dis- 
carded and returned to the vendor.
